SkctioN I All of government lot number four, Territory
of section thirty-three, of town twenty-nine, range Sy
eight west, and all of government lot number
five, of section four, of town twenty-eight, range
eight west, is hereby detached from the town of
Eagle Point, of Chippewa county, Wisconsin, and
is hereby made a part of the city of Chippewa
Falls in said county, and the sameis hereby made
8 part of the First ward of the said city of Chip-
pewa Falls.

SectioN 2. All of the south half of the north- rerrito
east quarter, the east half of the northwest quar- * -
ter and the northwest quarter of the northeast
quarter, of section thirty-one of town twenty-
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nine, range eight west, is hereby detached from
the towns of Eagle Point and Tilden, of Chippewa
county, and is hereby made a part of the city of
Chippewa Falls in said county, and the same is
hereby made a part of the Seventh ward of said
city.
